Mr. Levine’s letter was an- 
swered by Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell, in a letter which was 
read last week, but not made 
public until this week, by the 
Sel ectmen. 

It became public because mr. 
Donahue attended the Select- 
men’s meeting Monday, In the 
ensuing discussion both Mr. 
Donahue and Chairman Wicholas 
Ne Felice became a little 
heated in their arguments, and 
the discussion was finally 
cooled down by Selectman John 
Brooks. 

) Levine had made his offer on 

the basis of chapter 121 (r) 
of the state law, which says 
that such a project may pay, 
in lieu of taxes, a sum equal 
to the average valuation of 
the land for the three years 
preceding the construction of 
such a project. 

There had been 20% acres in 
the land off Wildwood Street 
before the Housing 4uthority 
took the three acres for the 
project. (Mr. Levine, in his 
‘letter, called it 1800 acres). 
using the 1949 to 1951 val- 
uation Mr. Webber arrived at 
the sum of $70.40, which seems 
to be suitable to the members 
of the Housing Authority, ac- 
cording to Mr. Donahue. 

‘iow we have some money to 
paint the 13 buildings’ Dona- 
hue said, Wednesday morning. 

The Discussion 
The discussion between De 


Felice and Donahue, Monday 
night disclosed a number of 
beliefs, 

It showed that nothing was 
paid, in lieu of taxes, in 
1959, and that nothing will be 
paid for that year, to the 
Town of Wilmington. 

Mr. De Felice thought that 
the payment of $468 was small 
enough, as it stood. He com- 
puted, together with Selectman 
Kidder, that the taxes for 
each of the houses amounted to 
$3 a month. 

It also showed that Town 
Counsel Philip Buzzell was 
hoping to have the matter go 
to court, in an effort to 
solve what the Town Counsel 
believed to be an ambiguous 
phrasing in the state law,

Donahue told the Selectmen 
that one member of the Housing 
Authority wanted to sell, but 
that for his part, ‘as long as 
there is need’ he would op- 
pose selling the 13 units, 
Also disclosed was that in 12 
of the 13 units it had been 
necessary to replace the heat- 
ing units, and that in order 
to do this a contractor had to 
be hired to cut through the 
foundations, because there 
were no doors to the cellars, 
De Felice: Every foundation 
was a poured wall, and it cost 
$300 each, to have Zanni jack 
hanmer through. 
De Felice thought the veter 
ans were getting a bargain, 
pointing out that they got 
‘police and fire protection, 
roads and schools, for $468 a 
year for 13 families, Many men 
who don’t make as much in Wil- 
mington aren't getting a cent 
more in protection’. 
He called it ‘Charity’, and 
explained ‘I am defending mr. 
Buzzell’ s position’. 

Dry Pipes 
Donahue, speaking of repairs 
to the Veterans project, re- 
vealed that when some of the 
drainage pipes were dug up 
for repairs they were found to 
be ‘dry pipes’, he said, 
which had never had a drop of 
water’. ‘Crooked work’ he ad- 
ded. 
The rents for the 13 houses 


are set at a price of $49 to 
$71 a month, he told the board 
and the maximum amount of mo- 
ney that a Veteran who lives 
in the project is allowed to 
earn in any year is set at 
$4300. 
The project has been hampered 
by not having enough money to 
keep repairs in hand, he told 
the Selectmen. When it was 
pointed out to him that there 
was a need for painting he a 
greed, and told them that a 
survey had been made, that 
painting may be done next 
spring, ‘if we have the money’ 
Old Age Housing 
While there were differences 
of opinion concerning the tax- 
es, or money in lieu of taxes 
for the Veterans Project there 
was no difference of opinion 
concerning the Old Age Housing 
Project. 
Mr, Buzzell had included the 
Old Age project in his letter 
although there had been no 
previous reference to it. 
Principal Assessor Stanley 
Webber told the Selectmen that 
if he were to tax the Old Age 
Housing on the basis of market 
value the taxes would be ap- 
proximately $800 a year. He 


later amended the figure to || 
$800.

Donahue told the board that 
the Housing Authority was in 
possession of a directive from 
the State’ Housing Board, writ- 
ten on the 16th of April, 
‘that no project in Massachu- 
setts under 667 (Old Age Hous- 
ing, 3d) has paid taxes’, 

The Selectmen and Donahue 
agreed that if this money had 
to be paid it would increase 
the rent for the 40 Old Age 
tenants, and that this would 
not be fair, because most of 
them were on a fixed income,
